Fehovah, produces his divine preſence in our ſouls, 
and gives us to feel that he is nigh at hand to help us 
in every time of need; and if this our Faith works by 
Love, and joins itſelf to Goodneſs, the ſentence then 
is for Everlaſting Life; but if our Faith doth not work 
by Love, but joins itſelf to Evil, in this caſe, the ſen- 
tence is for Eternal Death. But nothing is more clear 
than that the robes here ſpoken of cannot mean the 
Righteouſneſs of Chriſt imputed, becauſe theſe robes 
are here ſaid to have been waſhed, thereby plainly 
ſhewing us that they were filthy before they were 
waſhed. They were not white before they were made 
ſo. And therefore, as the Lord's ſpotleſs Righteouſ- 
neſs never was at all defiled, (he being, as the ſcripture 
expreſsly declares, /eparate from fin, neither was guile 
ever found in his mouth) it never could be waſhed, 
which theſe robes here are faid to have been. There- 
fore it is evident to a demonſtration, that the robes, in 
which the ſaints appear before the throne of God, can- 
not mean the perſonal Righteouſneſs of Chriſt imputed 
to us, but muſt have ſome other divine meaning. Now 
I humbly conceive that the robes which they had 
waſhed' and made ſo white, may more properly mean 
the ROBES oF ORIGINAL INNOCENCE axp 
LOVE, which were made fo filthy by fin and wicked- 
neſs, and which muſt be waſhed and made white in the

| VINE TRUTH proceeding from the God- 
Man Chriſt Jeſus, this is the blbod; and our inward 
and ſpiritual combats from that truth, theſe are the 
ſufferings of penitence and warfare which waſh away 
our ſin and corruption; but not the material blood 


which went forth from the facred veins of the moſt 


compaſſionate and merciful Lord Jeſus ; for evident to 
a demonſtration it is to all humble, fincere ſouls, who 
read the holy ſcriptures by interior communicated Light, 


that if it were poffible that a thoufand Chriſts could 


die for us, and ſhed ten thouſand gallons of blood for 
us men, and for our falvation, yet all this would never 
force our free- will, or conſtrain us to falvation ; ſeeing 
God was, is, and always will be, willing to have the 
ſons of men free, and without conſtraint. Therefore 


the only true reaſon why any. of the ſons of men are 


not effectually faved by the only Saviour of the world, 


our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, can ariſe from no other cauſe 
but our own negligence in not flirring up, and rightly 


exerciſing the grace of God implanted in all our free- 


wills for ſalvation. 


Clear and perceptible it is to all thoſe, who do not 
| „ VßÜVV ... 
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| immerſe themſelves in SELF-LOVE and the LOVE 


of the WORLD, that there are two different in- 
fluences continually flowing into their minds ; the one 
from God, immediately from himſelf, as well as me- 
diately by his holy angels; the other from hell, and 
their unholy retinue. By this means the moſt wiſe 
and merciful Lord holds all his rational creatures be- 
twixt heaven and hell, during their time of trial in 
this diſordered miſerable world ; and the eſſence or 
nature, which every one freely chuſes to appropriate to 
himſelf from either kingdom during his time of proba- 
tion in this natural world, cannot be changed after 
death, when he becomes an inhabitant of the ſpiritual 
world. God has made us reaſonable creatures, to the 
end we may diſcern good and evil: he, like a tender 
Father, by an influence. proceeding from himſelf into 
all our minds, is ever giving us a freedom to love and 
to do what is good, as Well as a capacity to think and 
underſtand what is true, &c. and it is our duty, as free 
agents, and accountable. creatures, ever to chuſe the 
good, and refuſe the evil; which it is in all our powers 
to do, if we faithfully attend to this heavenly principle, 
which alone can gift us with a true, inward perception, 
of what is goed and, evil; of what is true and fa{e. 
Without this we cannot work out our ſalvation, no 
more than if we were ſtocks and ſtones; and though 
the moſt merciful Lord Jeſus ſhed his moſt precious 
material blood for all alike (without excepting one 
more than another, as ſome unkindly and unadviſediy 
4 aſſert), yet- he will aſſuredly ſave none but thoſe who 
truly turn from ſin to him, and who voluntarily chuſe 
to become his faithful, humble, and obedient follow- 
ers, rejecting all thoſe proud and lofty ones, who diſ- 
Gain to imitate and follow his moſt bleſſed, meek, and 
lowly example.

—And though this ſtate may not be joyous 
to our natural Man, yet it may. be equally as profitable, 
ſeeing Conjunction with the Lord is peculiarly effected 
in States of Temptation and Trial ; nay, withaut all 
doubt, it is the I'ruth, that there are ſome States in 
the Chriſtian Warfare, in which to all appearance the 
poor Chriſtian ſoldier (I add this for the comfort of the 
deeply tempted) is left to himſelf alone. But glory 
be to our ever wiſe and bleſſed God, this is but in Ap- 
pearance, inaſmuch as our Lord is then moſt inti- 
mately preſent with us, as a ſupport in the inward 
Man; wherefore if we endure theſe trying ſtates with 
Patience and Reſignation, and by Divine Influence 
overcome our enemies in them, the bleſſed Conſe- 
quence muſt be, that we ſhall be brought into cloſer 
Conjunction with God in Heaven, as was the caſe 
with our Lord in regard to.his Union with the Father 
under ſome of his ſoreſt and moſt grievous Tempta- 
tions upon the Croſs, which even cauſed Him to cry 
out, Ay God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken me? 
 —and ſurely the Knowledge of this Truth ſhou!d. be 
a means to ſupport every upright Follower of the cruci- 
fied Jeſus, under every apparent hiding of his bleſſed 
Countenance.— But alas! alas! how few, even of the 
ſoaring profeſſors of this day, are truly concerned to 
live in this ſweet Spirit of Refignation, Patience, and 
Love, and to add purity and holineſs of life to the 
knowledge of the truth ; though upon this muſt depend 
the conſequent fruitfulneſs and multiplication of Divine 
Graces in the ſoul; it being a truth, as fixed as the 
pillars of heaven, that whoſozver improves his maſter's 
talent, always erriches his cn ſoul ; according to the 
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Words of our moſt impartial, and ever bleſſed Lord 
Jeſus, To him that hath (by improvement) hall be 


given, and he ſhall have more abundance ; but whoſs- 


ever hath not (by improvement) From him ſhall be taken 
away, even that be hath, Matt. xiii. 12. | 
Oh! what a low, earthly, ſelfiſh ſpirit appears 
amongſt the generality of Profeſſors at this time, many 
of whom are in open War againſt each other, by rea- 
ſon of their Difference of Opinions and Worſhip, 
What a company of thieves and murderers, I mean, 


ſelffh Loves, and earthly Luſts, lodge in thoſe very 


_ fouls, who would fain be taken for temples conſecrated 


to the Living God. But here I ſhall beg leave to ob- 


ſerve, how different were-both the principles and prac- 


tices of theſe precious ſaints and ſufferers, we have been 
at this time ſpeaking of : Different indeed ! Many call 
themſelves the'followers of the meek and lowly Jeſus, 
who yet are deſtitute of his meek and lowly mind. 
Strange followers of Chriſt indeed! And O what a 
ſhame it is for thoſe who profeſs themſelves to be dit- 
ciples of the moſt holy Jeſus, and heirs of his moſt 
pure and undefiled kingdom, to fee theſe ſo unlike their 
holy Maſter, and ſo unfit for the enjoyment of his 
Heavenly Kingdom. Surely the true and genuine Diſ- 

ciples and Worſhippers of the Lord Jeſus, in theſe aw- 
ful days, /it down by the waters of Babylon, and weep, 
when they call to remembrance the primitive glory and 
beauty of Zion, whoſe Sons and Daughters, in the firſt 
Eſtabliſhment of the Chriſtian Church, were all of One 
Heart and One Mind. And when they ſee the profel- 
fors of this day fo unlike them in diſpoſition and prac- 
tice, and ſo diſunited in Will and Life; I fay the lan- 


_ Zuage of their heart is, with a weeping prophet, O 
hat my head were waters, and mine eyes a fountain of 
tears, that I might weep day and night, at one of the 


moſt awful and affecting ſights that revolvitig ages ever 


produced: I mean, to ſee the generality of the Profeſ- 


fors of the Chriſtian Religion, not to live in the Spirit 
of HEAVENLY LOVE and CHARIT V, but to 
live in an unchriſtian Spirit, and an unholy life ; juſt as 


if the moſt glorious example of the Son of God, in his 


purity, 
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| purity, ſelf-denial, and mortification, ought to lie 94 
cealed in his Sacred Word, as an antiquated pattern, 
only cut out for the primitive Chriſtians, who lived in 
the apoſtolical ages of the world. 

Not ſo this bleſſed multitude we have been ſpeaking 
of: Deeply convinced of the guilt of their conſciences, 
and the pollution of their nature, they yielded, in ſome 
good degree, Obedience to their manifefted Light, and

Salvation from Evil appeared to them the greateſt of 
all ſubjects, and therefore they waſhed their hearts

They 
made them white in all Love and Holineſs : This was 
the happy effect of their labour. They did not con- 
tent themſelves, as many tallative profeſſors of Religion 
do now a-days, whoſe religion is-only in their Under- 
flanding, Thoughts, Memory, and Speech, but not in 
their Afections, Love, Vill, and Practice. I fay they 
did not reſt content with beginning only to waſn away 


their fins: No, no. They did not grow weary or 


faint in their minds, when they found that the work 
required watchfulneſs, diligence, and labour. But 
they perſevered in it: They doubled their diligence, 
and ſucceſs attended their endeavours. In a word, 
theſe holy Saints and Sufferers walked in the Light, as 


God was in the Light, until Purity appeared in their 


Hearts, Lips, and Lives, and the very garments. 

fpotted by the fleſh were not to be ſeen upon them. 
Great was the oppoſition; no doubt, which theſe 

holy ſouls met with in their way to the heavenly king- 


dom, more eſpecially from the outwardly religious of 
thoſe days, thoſe of the phariſaic ſpirit, who loved to 
appear outward!y religious before men, but who were 
not zwardly religious before God! "Theſe were the 
chief opponents to the manifeſtation of Chriſt in the 
fleſh; and the profeſſors in general in theſe anti-chriſ- 
tian, apcſtate days are, to the greateſt degree, levened

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| with the ſame temper and diſpoſition, and therefore 
- mightily appoſe the manifeſtation. of Chriſt in the ſpi- 
tit; though it was one of the moſt merciful Lord's laſt 
promiſes to the true Diſciples of the Truth, that he 
would manifeft himſelf to them as he did not to the world; 
ea, that he would come and make his abode in the hearts 
of his true children. Our bleſſed Lord himſelf has de- 
clared it, and it is a manifeſted truth to all that are 
gifted with any award perception from God, that 
publicans and harlots (open and profane ſinners) enter 
into the Kingdom of Heaven, which is ſpiritually the 
manifeſtation or opening of heavenly Light and Love in 
our own minds, before thoſe great profeſſors, whole 
ſpeculative piety is not followed by a correſpondent 
temper and practice. % 
J would, therefore, at this time, drop a word in 
humble Love to thoſe of this character and diſpoſition, 
who have a name to live before men, but yet are ſpi- 
ritually dead before God.

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2s tlie world can neither give, nor take away; and if 
you treaſure up theſe divine gifts and graces in your

By the Three Beaſts there ſpoken of, the moſt illu- 
minated St. John was ſhewed by the Lord, in a figu- 
rative way, the bea/tly Chriſtianity of theſe latter days, 
_ fo unlike primitive Chriſtianity, which was all Light 
=o at Low io 5 
The firſt beaſt riſes out of the ſea, which is the 
beaftly Chriſtianity of theſe latter days, riſing out of the 
multitudes of mankind, _ | 
The ſecond beaſt riſes out of the earth, which 
means the teachers and preachers of theſe latter days, 
in general, who are full of earthly love, and earthly 
luſts. And, what is the moſt awful part of the ftory, 
this ſecond beaſt makes an image of the firſt beaſt, 
from which proceeds a third beaſt ; by which our moſt 
compaſſionate Lord and Saviour would inſtruct thoſe 
who have eyes to fee, and ears to hear, that the 
Guides of fouls, in the latter days, being in general 
earthly minded, beget their converts and congregations 
into the ſame ſpirit and image (for every thing in 
ſpirit, as well as in nature, begets its like); I fay, 
| | | our 
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our watchful Shepherd, the Lord Jeſus, would, in a 
way of holy caution, inſtruct his ſimple followers, that 
this ſecond beaſt, the unenlightened preachers and 
teachers, make their congregations and converts only 
into images of Chriſtianity. Now, you know that an 
image is without inward Light, Life, and Power ; and 
ſo are all thoſe converts, who liſten only with the out- 
ward ear of the body to the voice of men, but who do 
not liſten at the ſame time to the Force of God in their 
own fouls. Theſe cleave to men and bouks, very of- 
ten to their own deſtru tion, and will not liſten to the 
voice of Chriſt (the Holy Ghoſt) in their own ſouls, 
and therefore cannot become his ſheep, who know his 
voice from the voice of theſe ſtrangers ; though our 
bleſſed Lord fo expreſsly declares, Ay ſheep hear my 
voice, and a ſtranger they will not follow. And with 
| reſpect to the mart of the beaſt, this means the abund- 
ance of outward ordinances, preachings and prayings, 
without the Manifeſted Light, Power and Teachings of 
the Holy Ghoſt, ſo contrary to the conduct of the firſt 
Miniſters of Chriſt. This truly is the mark of the 
beaſt, that is, of BEASTLY CHRIS TIANIT V. 
After this St. John faw the vials of the wrath of God 
poured out upon the earth, which ſignifies the adultera- 
tion of the ſcriptures, the falſification of the truths of 
Jeſus Chriſt, poured out upon immortal ſouls, by the 
wiſdom of earthly-minded, ſenſual men. But rejoice, 
ye heaven born fouls, for Babylon will ſoon fall, and 
God will call his people out of her; the kingdom of 
Antichriſt will ſoon end, and the ſpiritual kingdom of 
Chriſt will very ſoon come in power and great glory, in 
the room thereof, and our Ferufalem then become a 
praiſe in the earth, The time is coming (with holy 
tears and love I ſee it, and rejoice in the glorious prof- 
pect) when. God will bring back the captivity of his 
people, and deliver them from a bondage far worſe than 
the Egyptian bondage. For, glory be to God, the 
Mhite Horſe, which St. John ſaw, 7s now. going forth 
out of Heaven, which means a ſtiritual opening of 
divine truth, proceeding from the Lord, through hea- 
_ Yenly-minded fouls, which will open the eyes of all 
| who 
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who do not ſhut them againſt the light, and deliver 
them from the bondage and ſchooling of men, to 
which they have been ſo long enſlaved. This will ſoon 
bring to light the New Heavens, and the New Earth, 
which St. John alſo ſaw, wherein dwelleth righteouſ- 
neſs; and bring down the New Jeruſalem from God 
out of Heaven, which means a NEW CHURCH, *

From theſe paſſages it clearly appears, that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt is 
Jehovah himſelf, who is at once Creator, Redeemer, and Regene- 
rator ; and ſure I am, that the Worſhip truly characteriſtic of the 
- Chriſtian Church, in reſpe& to it's Object, is (as a pious author ob- 
ſerves) a Worſhip directed towards the Lord GOD the Saviour * 
Chriſt; that is, towards a GOD manifeſted in the fleſh, and dwelling 
in that humanity which he aſſumed here, and made divine. Hereby 
the Chriſtian Church was intended to be diſtinguiſhed from all other 
Churches, of whatſoever denomination, and in this diſtinction re- 
ſpecting the Object of its Worſhip, conſiſts it's peculiar eſſence and 
reality; and therefore, when the Lord's Divinity is denied, the Chriſ- 
tian Church, which was called after his name, muſt expire, and be- 
come like a monument adorned with the epitaph of a dead perſon. An 
illuminated author ſays, that “ the Lr Chriſtians throughout 
the world, acknowledged the Lord Jeſus Chriſt was GOD, to whom 
all er was given in Heaven and Earth, and who had power over 
all fleſh, according to his own words, Matt. xxviii. 18. John xvii. 7; 
and he fui ther adds, that © the apoſtolic Church, in conſequence of 
worſhipping the Lord GOD Jeſus Chriſt, and GOD the Father in 
him at the ſame time, may be likened to the Garden of God, and 
Arius, who at that time aroſe, to the Serpent ſent from Hell: That 
primitive Church RG be compared with Twilight, and the Morn-

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This ſubje& is of deep concernment to our everlaſting welfare, 
and demands the ſerious attention of the Reader; for aſſuredly this 
Goſpel 4 the Kingdom, namely, that Feſus Chriſt is the one true 
and only GOD of Heaven and Earth, muſt be preached to the 
whole world, for a teſtimony to all nations before the end come; and 
there is not the leaſt doubt with me, but that all who are in ſtates 
of uprightneſs, renouncing maniteſted evils as ſins againſt GOD, will 
ſooner or later gladly receive this Goſpel of the Ki . believing in 
Jeſus as the maniſeſted Fehowah, and will find b 5 — means ſalvation 


from bim, and in bim, in the inmoſt of their fouls, ſpringing up to 
everlaſting lite. This was the happy experience of the firſt Chriſtians, 


who practiſed the duty of repentance, and received the faith dehvered 
unto them by the apoſtles ; the former conſiſting, . as IJ have juſt ob- 
lerved, in renouncing manifeſted evils as ſins agamſt GOD; and the 
latter, in acknowledging and worſhipping.

This was that Repentance and Faith, which was a means of intro- 
ducing the firſt Chriſtians into the true Church; and though theſe are 
the two witneſſes which St. John ſaw ſlain afterwards in ſpiritual 
Sodom. and Egypt, yet are they now reviving, and will again ſtand 
upon their legs and prophecy, and be a means of introducing the laſt 
Chriſtians into the true Church of Chriſt, in which the Lord Febovah 
Jeſus alone bill be worſhipped, and into which bleſſed Church

13, 14, 15.—I have fre- 


uently diſcourſed with the Angels on this ſubject; and they con- 


ſtantly affirmed, that they knew not how to divide the Godhead into 2 
three, inalmuch as they know and perceive that it is one, and that in 


the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Moreover, they faid, that ſuch of the Church 


as paſſed from this world into the other with the idea of three Deities 
in their minds, cannot be admitted into Heaven, their thoughts being 


diſtracted, as it were, between one GOD and another; whereas it is 


.contrary to the laws of the kingdom to believe in three, and confeſs 


but one: for in Heaven every one declares his real ſentiments, lan- 
guage there being the expreſſion of the mind, or as thinking audibly ;

Such 
as theſe cannot but form a wrong judgment of theſe things; but it 18 
other wiſe with thoſe who are real Chci 1ans, and ſuch only are deemed 
competent judges ot the contents of 'Swedenborg's writings. Let ſuch 
humble ſeit-abaſed fouls as theſe only read tho writings impartially, 
and they will foon perceive their heavenly origin, and find from bleſt 
experience the happy tendency they will have of encreaſing in them 
the true Lowe of the Lord, and Charity towards their Neighbout,

grandlathers and great-grandfathers, in a long ſeties of ages. Hence 
tae derivation of evil is become at laſt ſo great, that the ſelf of man, 
or all. his own proper and natural life, 1s nothing but mere evil, 
This continued derivation of evil never admitteth any deſtiuction or 
alteration, but by a life of faith and charity from the Lords --

According to the belief of ſome, no other infants go to heaven 
than thoſe which are born in the church; and the reaſon they aſſign is, 
becauſe ſuch are baptized, and by baptiſm initiated into the Faith or 
the Church: But ſuch perſons are to be told, that baptiſm is not the 

_ procuring cauſe either of heaven or of faith to any one, but ſerves only 
for a ſign or memorial that ſuch perſon is to be regenerated ; and 
that they who are horn in the chick. have the means of being ſo, as 
therem 1s the word which contains thoſe divine truths by which re- 
generation is effected, end whereby the Lord is known, who is the au- 
thor of regeneration : (219) and they are alſo to know, that every 
infant, dying ſuch, whether he be born in the church, or out of the 
church, whether of godly or ungodly parents, is accepted of the Lord, 
and educated by Angels according to divine order; and thus being 
formed to good affections, and . them to the knowledge of 
truth, when advanced in underſtanding and wiſdom, he is introduced 
into heaven and becomes an Angel. Every one that thinks e 
may know of a truth, that none were ever deſignedly born for hell, 
but, on the contrary, all for heaven; and conſequently, that whoever 
Zoes to the former, muſt owe it to his own fault, which cannot be 
the caſe of infants. _.

and unknown is, becauſe it is frequently faid in the word, that God 
is angry, that he avengeth, that he hateth, damneth, puniſheth, and 
caſteth into hell, ard tempteth, all which things have relation to evil, 
and conſequently are evils. But that the litera] ſenſe of the word, 
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and correſpondencies, to the intent it may be a means of conjunction 
between the external church and it's internal, and thereby between the 
world and heaven, was ſhew in the chapter on the 8 Scripture z. 
in the ſame chapter alſo it was ſhewn, that when ſuch appearances of 
truth are read in the word, during the paſſage from man to heaven, 
they are turned into genuine truths, which genuine truths teach, that 
God is never angry, that he never avengeth, hateth, condemneth, 
puniſheth, caſteth into hell, or tempteth, conſequently, that he cauſeth 
evil to no man.
